In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Applicant pointed 
out that claim 28 of present case was different than claim 72 of serial No. 09/845976 which has now become claim 18 
of US patent No. 71 14629 and that this claim should not have been rejected by statutory double patenting. Applicant 
will be filing a terminal disclaimer to overcome the obviousness double patenting rejections. Applicant proposed a 
change to language of claim 1, line 6 by deleting "adapted" and inserting "configured." This would have no effect on 
the claim because phrase would be interpreted as an intended use phrase and this limitation would be a functional 
limitation rather than a positive recitation of structure . 
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
